reached In 1907. Steel nnd Iron pipe have been advanced $2 a ton and oil
country goods $2 to $4 a ton. Some officials of the Independent companies
believe that further advances for tho various products will bo made within
a short tlmo because of the urgent attempts on the part of tho purchasers to
placo their orders with the companies. Refusals for business aro again being
made, due principally to the sold-u- p condition of the various mills.

spread discussion than the shortage of dje-stuff- s

In this country, owing to German v,
which has n lrtunl monopoly of thli
Industry, being unnblo to export them.
The problem confronting us was whether
means could bo found to furnish in n
lompornry manner tho Industries depend-
ent on theio supplies, or whether the time
wns now ripe for America to build up ltn
own Industries for the manufacture of
synthetic tbestuffs nnd their Intermediate
products

With tho Installing, by tho steel com-
panies, of the Recovery Coke Oven, which
enables the of tho distillation
of cool to bo recovered ItiFtcad of burnt,
ns It was in the old Uec Hhe ovens, vast
quantities of raw material, including ben-ro- l

and toluol arc now available, and nil
that Is required 1b that capital shall bo
given 11 fair chance for a Just reward by
tho assurance that It will be placed In a
position to meet forolun competition with-
out having to sell nt cost pi Ice, or even
lower.

The dvo Industries require vast sums of
money, both fdr production and research,
for their establishment means not only tho
production of dyes, but the ways and
means of using tho intermediates nnd by-
products formed In the building up of
these complicated compounds which aro
used In (he pharmaceutical, photogrnphlcal
and Industries using organic chemicals
that their manufacture may be at mini-
mum cost

In the GO vears that have passed since
tho discovery of tho first svnthetlc dje-stu-

In nnglniid, Germany has gradually
made herself the homo of this industry,
and has been nble to spend great sums
of money on Its development, nnd to sell
when needed nt prices to throttle compe-
tition

lleforo the wnr the few American
manufacturers made their dyes from Inter-
mediates which they Imported chiefly
from Germany, using only a few chem-
icals manufactured In this country. As
soon ns they saw that theso imports
would bo Impossible to obtnln, plans were
nt once started to manufacture some of
them, and today there are more than 17
firms manufacturing nnlllno oil, which
besides being an Intermediate for many
colors, Is nlso used In largo quantities for
dyeing black on cotton tho color being
extremely fast to light and washing.

To establish this Industry with nil Its
branches, leaving no loophole through
which tho foreigners nn ngalu obtain
control of our market, means time nnd
money Todny, raw materials such as
acids, benzol and toluol are being used
for the manufacture of war materials nnd
aro selling at prices never beforo heard
of. Tho cost of apparatus Is very high,
and even at the prices now obtained for
It, It Is very hnrd to get.

These nro somo of the things the manu-
facturer stnrting todny has to contend
with Then again, there nro no standard
designs for apparatus or plants, nnd fow
chemists havo sufllclent practical knowl-
edge of operation to Instruct the engineers
In drawing up their plans. This Is not
their fault Tho opportunity has Just sud-
denly developed, and they will rise to
tho occasion

Coal tar products and ayes can be made
hero of quality equal to any thnt aro Im-

ported, but It will take tlmo and money
and a working together of the Industries
Interested to build up on tho foundation
already laid a dyestuft Industry of na-

tional importance

GAIN IN BANK CLEARINGS
